withſtand the temptation of a Banquet, to which. his Pot-companions 
did ſometimes invite him : amongſt which the Great Vizier would not 
be wanting alſo to pleaſe and cajol the humor of his Maſter with the li- 
quor that he Joved.

mane Tyranny. He left no Son 3 for though he had divers, died 
in their infancy, ichſtanding which his Kindred were ſo deteſted by 
him, that he envied the FI: ke of Monarchy on his Brother Ibra- 


him ; who was preſerved by a ſtrange providence from his fury : often - _ 
ſaying, that he wiſhed that he might be the laſt of the Ottoman Line, ' 
clue the Empire of that Family might end with him, and devolve unto _ 
the Tartar.

tivity, and tranſplanted into_Countrics, where they might betrer ſerve 
the purpoſes and deſigns of the Turkiſh Empire 3 to which ends alſo 
vaſt numbers of Tartars with their Families, were called to inhabit the 
 circumjacent parts of -Kemenitz, , for better ſecurity of that Conqueſt, 
to which the Tartars moſt willingly concurred, efteeming'it a happy 
Bargain to exchange the Soil of Tartary for the fruitful Plains, and more 
ntle Air of Polazd. And thus we may confider what the inteſtine 
| Picord of the Poles hath brought upen themſelves ; that they, who in 
former days maintained their honour and reputation with the Furks, be- 
yond any of the bordering Nations 3 not having everfuffered them tocon- 
tinue in their Country, much leſs to ſojourn ' or poſſeſs one palm of

In like manner the Marine Afairs of the Turksthis year afforded lie- 
tle worthy of obſervation , unleſs ie were, That the Captain Paſha was 
employed with about thirty Sail of Gallies into; the Black Sea , for 
tranſporting of Ammunition and Proviſion to- thoſe Forces in UVkra- 
' nia; but he returned not with an equal number of Gallies, with which 
he departed, having loſt five of them by ſtorm, and then arrived at 
Cots on the 26** of OFober, called by the Greeks the Feaſt of 
S* Demetrivs, and by the Turks Caſſiw-ghenr, a day which is commonly 
remarkable for Storms at Sea.3 of which the Turks and Greeks are fo ap- 
rebenfive or ſuperſtitious, that on that day or near that time, either 
ore or after, until the ſtorm hath vented its fury, and taken its 
courſe, they will not adventure themſelves unto the Sea, upon the moſt 
moms occaſion, or hopeful inducement whatſoever.

This affront being put upon the Kadi, greatly diſpleaſed him : ſo thar 
calling the Lieutenant and Gunner of the Caſtle mto queſtion , and not 
admitting of their Plea, that the Ship was a Man of War, and the perſon 
thereon a Reſident, both which were priviledged , and both going up to ©. 
the Grand Signiors Court, were to anſwer there for what was laid againſt 
them; but this I ay, not being admitted for reaſon, the Kadi commit- 
ted them both to Priſon, from whence with ſome charge afterwards they 
releaſed themſelves. | 

The new Reſident being arrived at Conſtantinople, the Creditors of 
Count Fic/chi demanded payment of the:debts owing to them , which 
was given in, to amount to fixty thouſand Dollars, and ſo much was to 
be paid before F3e/chi ſhould be permitted to depart , or at leaft that 
part thereof being ſatisfied in , the new Reſident Spirola ſhould give

laid up, and attached for payment of the debt : which arifing on the ac- 
count. of the Publick , the Goods of the Common-wealth was juſtly 
eſteemed liable to the 7 Is : during which time the Peſtilence, 
the Epidemical diſeaſe of that ſeafon at Conſtantinople, affeQting with its 
contagion the _ company , about'eighteen or twenty of them dyed 
thereof, and all their affairs reduced to a ſtrange conſternation. + 

-- In-this interim many and various were the diſputes and conteſts be- 
tween the two Reſidents; ſometimes they propoſed to refer their diffe- 
rences to the deciſion of the Engliſh , French, and Venetian Miniſters ;
